WEATHER  REPORT:  BAD 

No     Rain     in     Sight.     The 

drought  that  began  June  24 
and  has  been  marked  bv  a 
scant  .03  inches  of  rain  in  the 
last  25  days  has  only  a  parched 
ure.  Science  Associates. 
Princeton-based  weather-fore- 
casting firm,  reports  that  "no 
precipitation  is  in  sight  be- 
fore Saturday  and  the  chance 
A'idely  scattered  showers 
the  weekend  is  only  50- 
50." 

Adding  lo  the  frustration  of 
the  property-owner  and  gar- 
den-lover and  the  growing 
hardship  of  farmers  through- 
out the  Garden  State  is  the 
U.S.  Weather  Bureau's  long- 
range  forecast  for  the  next  30 
days:  "Sub-normal  precipita- 
tion throughout  the  northeast- 
ern section  of  the  nation." 

Already,  eight  of  New  Jer- 
sey's 21  counties  have  been  de- 
clared disaster  areas  by  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  Orville  L 
Freeman,  acting  in  Washing- 
ton upon  an  appeal  fri 
ernor  Hughes  to  President 
Kennedy.  Three  are  in  the 
southern  portion  of  the  state 
five  others  to  the  north,  with 
neighboring  Hunterdon  the 
nearest. 

In  Mercer,  the  situation  Is 
still  well  short  of  becoming 
critical,  and  the  only  area  real- 
ly hard  hit.  according  to  Coun- 
ty Agricultural  Agent  Richard

Dry  Statistics.  Above  aver- 
age precipitation  in  June  large- 
ly atoned  for  a  brief  drought 
in  May.  but  the  last  rainfall 
last  month  was  on  June  24, 
when  .15  inches  fell.
